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Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to a communication made on January 30, 2006. 

Claims 1-9, 13-15, and 17-18 have been amended. 

Claims 1-18 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-18 are allowable over the prior art on record. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest neither singly nor in 
combination the features of a method or wireless communication node where a mobile 
user defines a first and second capabilities and preferences profile, the first profile 
containing information that the user consented to send to a website that may be 
untrustworthy certain limited information, and the second profile containing more 
information that can be sent after the first profile has been used to connect to the 
website and the privacy policy has been checked according to a user specified policy as 
in claims 1-18, The differences between the prior art and the claimed invention is 
further clarified though the applicant remarks filed January 30, 2006 on page 9 and 10, 
where the art on record discloses two profiles, but those profiles are limited to personal 
user information and does not teach the capabilities of the user or user device for 
making a connection. These differences are present in all the independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

U. S. Patent No. 6678516 issued to Nordman, because it discloses negotiating 
privacy policies of a user and a server before determining to transfer a profile. 

U. S. Patent No. 6959420 issued to Mitchell, because it discloses using privacy 
policies to make data sharing decisions. 

U. S. Patent No. 6330610 issued to Doctor, because it discloses making data 
filtering decision based on trustworthy and untrustworthy servers. 

U. S. Patent No. 6308203 issued to Itabashi, because it discloses limiting 
personal information that a server can requests, based on privacy policies. 

U. S. Patent Application Pub. No. 2005/0322461 issued to Mariblanca-Nieves, 
because it discloses sending terminal capabilities to a server for making a connection. 

U. S. Patent Application Pub. No. 2005/0096016 issued to Tervo, because it 
teaches connecting to a server based upon sent capabilities.
